aes list we publish elsewhere of officers unat- 
tached and supernumerary will furnish the Army 
with much valuable information, supplementary to 
that contained in the last Army Register From 
this list it appears that we still have 348 officers in 
excess of the regimental organization allowed by 
law, although 103 have been removed from the ser- 
vice by the various casualties since the passage of the 
act of July 15, 1870. At this rate, however, the 
casualties alone would reduce the Army to its author- 
ized dimensions in about a year from the date of the 
passage of this act. The reduction will be acceler- 
ated by the operations of the Board just ordered to 
convene in Washington on the 17th of October, for 
the purpose of examining officers “ unfit for the pro- 
per discharge of their duties from any cause except 
injuries incurred or disease contracted in the 
line of their duty.” It is understood that the 
officers to be examined by this Board are consider- 
ably in excess of the number supernumerary. Its 
labors will complete the reduction of the Army ie 
the prescribed dimensions. The Board is composed 
of two general officers, one officer of cavalry, and 
three of infantry. General Hancock is president, 

and Captain JAMES McMILLAN recorder. The re- 
maining members are General TERRY and Colonels 
C. H. Suirn, Epwarp Harcu, and R. 8. McKENZIE, 

unless a telegraphic despatch is authentic which 

says that the two latter are too busily engaged on 

other duty to have time for this service. 

A majority of the casualties included in our list 
have been resignations, and nearly one half of these 
resignations have been among officers not on the list 
of the unassigned. There is, we regret to say, much 
dissatisfaction with the service apparent among 
Army officers. This is to be ascribed, without 
doubt, in a large measure to the ennui due to the 
total change of condition from the active life and the 
absorbing occupations of field service to the dull 
routine of office and garrison duty. The abolition 
of brevets may have something to do with it also. 
As much as we questioned the wisdom of the careless 
and wholesale system of breveting adopted at Wash- 
ington, we doubt still more the justice of so suddenly 
and remorselessly depriving officers of the considera- 
tion which properly belongs to honors which so 
many of them have fairly earned. Hard as it is 
to wait patiently for honors not yet conferred, it is 
harder to part with those once possessed and enjoyed. 
The want of system displayed in Army legislation, 
both bureaucratic and Congressional, has, too, 
wrought great injury to the service. To secure 
the morale of the Army, it is essential that fixed 
principles of action should be followed in dealing 
with the military establishment, so that the officers 
may have as few elements of uncertainty to contend 
with as possible. In this matter of brevet rank there 
has been a degree of confusion and conflict in the de- 
cisions of the departments, which makes it impossi- 
ble to determine the real value of a brevet commis- 
sion. On the one hand, officers have been required 
to vacate their positions in the line because they held 
@ corresponding rarik in the staff by brevet, and vice 
versa ; while on the other hand every effort has been 
made to establish the principle that brevet rank is 
not real rank. At least one officer we know of has 
gone before the Court of Claims with a suit which 
turns upon his assumption that brevet rank is real 


rank. When we get the decision of the court, we 
may be able to determine this question. 

Another cause of discontent in the Army is want 
ofdirect communication between the various garrisons 
and posts and the central‘ administration. The 
growth of departmental and staff administration has 
interposed an almost insurmountable barrier between 
the head of the Army at Washington and the offi- 
cers scattered over the country, and has at the same 
time destroyed much of the freedom which once be- 
longed to the position of independent command. 
We would not too hastily condemn the present 
centralization, but it is evident that, now that 
our Army is reduced nearly to its old dimensions, we 
require some readjustment of a system which grew 
up out of the necessity of an administration adapted 
to the tremendous forces wielded during the Rebel- 
lion. 


in the present Secretary of War a large-minded and 
generous-hearted man, who is actively in sympathy 
with theservice and conscientiously devoted to its best 
interests. He can do no more for them than the law 
allows, but we are sure that he will do no less, and 
that he will be always found ready to co-operate in 
any plan which promises to increase the efficiency, 
the comfort, and the morale of the service with which 
his own history has been so largely identified. 
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THE use of ballcons by the French in their war has 
occasioned some inquiry as to the causes of their suc- 
cess in a field where we failed utterly only a few years 
ago. The different result is plainly due to the differ- 
ent use of the instrument. , We tried to make it an 
adjunct to our scouting service, and to employ it in 
watching the enemy and obtaining information of 
his movements. The French, on the contrary, do not 
seem to have utilized the powers of the air for any 
other purpose than to carry letters and passengers 
out of reach of German bullets. The balloons which 
have gone up from Metz have been only air balloons 
carrying no passengers, and committed to the mercy 
of the winds and the accidents of fortune. They 
carry a few hundred letters, and a paper requesting 
the finder to forward them to Tours by the nearest 
post. At least one of these has fallen in the lines of 
Prince FREDERICK CHARLES’S army, and portions of 
the ietters have been published in German newspa- 
pers. But it is apparent that Marshal BazatneE cannot 
venture to trust important despatches to these fitful 
messengers, and from all accounts his isolation in 
Metz is complete, and he has no communication 
with the outside world. The larger balloons sent up 
from Paris have been, in every case that has come 
under our observation, “ mail and passenger” vehicles, 
and the French do not seem to have even attempted 
to gather information of the besieging army by 
their means. The adventures of the few men who 
have intrusted themselves to the air passage are not 
indeed very assuring to those who expect great re- 
sults from this comparatively new engine of war. 
Though we are to suppose that these balloons are of 
the most efficient construction and as manageable as 
any, @ good proportion of those which have made 
the voyage have behaved very badly, sinking too 
near the ground just outsi‘ie the walls, sailing slow- 
ly along at so low an elevation that the hostile bul- 
lets whistled about the ears of the aéronauts, and in 
short pretty thoroughly proving their inefficiency 
in war. We cannot see*what value’a balloon obser-

it. The altitude to which « balloon must rise in:ox- 
der to give that birds-eye peep into all forest roads, 
streets of towns, and like positions which constitute 
its only value in a city so well provided with prom- 
inences as Paris, is so great as to detract very seri- 
ously from the observer’s powers of vision. At Paris 
the employment of this mode of observation ap- 
pears to be especially hopeless; for even with the 
best telescopes the aéronatt would hardly beable to 
peer over the hills behind which the Germans can 
leisurely make their movements unobserved. In our 
own war we experienced the same difficulty. Woods 
and hills prevented an efficient use of the balloon, 
and it is probably only in a position where a high 
hill would be valuable, but does not exist, that the 


| balloon will be a useful aid to the military comman- 


der. At Metz nothing is to be gained on the Ger- 
man side from the use of an observatory in the 
air, for Metz is so situated that high bluffs west and 
north of the city offer every advantage for observa- 
tion. From them the French troops can be plainly 
seen building forts, drilling, parading, massing, pre- 
paring for battle, like an army of ants, marching 
through the streets, crossing the bridges, creeping 
in the direction of the German forts in the distance. 
The first steps taken by BAZAINE on the 31st of Au- 
gust were seen from these points, their direction was 
noted, and the proper posts were notified by tele- 
graph to be ready. Metz does not require balloons, 
and Paris does not seem fitted for their use; so we 
have little expectation of seeing them play any oth- 
er part in this war than that of carriers of passen- 
gers and letters.

At midnight the necessary orders were issued 
by the Crown Prince of Saxony, and the battle was to 
begin at 5 in the morning. His army occupied the 
right flank, the Twelfth corps as advance guard, behind 
them the Fourth, then the Guards, and finally the Fourth 
cavalry division. Those troops which remained west of 
the river were to cross at Douzy. On the left, and lying 
on the left bank of the Meuse, were the First and Second 
Bavarian corps; their bridge was thrown over opposite 
Bazeilles. On the left flank the Eleventh Prussian corps 
laid down its bridge 1,000 paces below Donchery, and 
close by the Fifth corps crossed; on the extreme left 
flank the Wiirtemberg troops crossed, at the village 
Dom-le-Mesnil. The Sixth corps was in reserve between 
Attigny and Le Chéne. Opposed to these bodies were 
the French corps of MacMahon, Failly, Canrobert, the 
remains of General Douay’s forees, and the newly- 
formed Twelfth corps. Sedan was the centre of their 
ition, and their lines extended from Givonne on the 
iet, along the spurs of the Ardennes, which lie behind 
the fortress, to the neighborhood of Méziéres, upon which 
their right flank rested.

During this time 
the Eleventh corps pressed forward over the small hills 
which lie on the plain between Donchery and Sedan, 
and: the Fifth corps undertook the tactical march of the 
day, passing along the high hills northwest of the fort- 
ress to the rear of the enemy. Its object was to unite 
with the extreme right of the Fourth army and thus en- 
velope the French. The Wiirtemberg troops, and later 
the Fourth cavalry division also, were to hold the plain 
against. any sortie of the enemy;an event that could 
hardly have proven fortunate for , as thé river cross- 
ings all lay in the hands of the Germans. 

The Wiirtemberg troops were also charged with repuls- 
ing amy movement made from Méziéres. It was directed 
to cross at Nouvion, on the right bank, and take position 
near Viviers au Court on the road from Sedan to Mézi- 
éres. Breaking camp at 6 in the morning, the river was 
crossed on a pontoon bridge which had been thrown 
across at da ak, aud at 9 o’clock Viviers au Court was 
reached. Here they were ordered to advance eastward 
toward Brigne aux Bois in battle order. In tront of the 
latter place the Fifth and Eleventh Prussian corps were 
met, who were in march toward St. Menges. At half past 
10 the order was to take up position near Donchery. 
While in this place, at 3P. M., word came that a column 
from Méziéres was marching in the direction of the pon- 
toon bridge, and a detail of one regiment infantry, one 
squadron cavalry, and a field battery was sent to head 
it off, which was successfully done. Toward 5 Pp. M. the 
artillery was advanced to a point west of Sedan for the 
purpose of bombarding the place. 

To go back to the main operations: At a quarter past 
9 the Eleventh corps had finished its extension in the 
ground west of Sedan, and begun a heavy fire from its 
batteries. At this signal the Saxon troops on the right 
flank, who had not before exhibited their full strength, 
attacked in force, and even at this early hour the French 
showed in some points a disposition to retreat. But the 
troops who resorted to this movement only fell into the 
hands of the flanking columns. West of Sedan, where 
the Eleventh corps had posted strong batteries, the 
French made twocavalry attacks, which were conducted 
with great courage and by some regiments,as the Chasseurs 
d’Afrique, with the greatest valor. The infantry, how- 
ever, showed less spirit,and the number of men taken 
without arms in their hands was considerable even at 
noon. In the mean time the Fifth corps had accomplish- 
ed its flanking march, falling in toward the end of its 
movement with those portions of the Fifth French corps 
which had begun the retreat. The artillery, which by 
the Emperor’s orders had been directed against this 
flanking corps, was quickly driven back, and the comman- 
der sent word that at the most only a few disordered 
bands could have found their way to the frontier. 

The attention of the German leaders was now directed 
to Sedan itself and the ground near it, the only re- 
maining refuge fer an army that had retreated from so 
many fields. But even this line of retreat was rapidly 
cut off. The batteries of the right and left flanks ap- 
proached each other rapidly. In this part of the field 
lay Bazeilles, a village which became the scene of one of 
the most terrible events of the war. Already, on Au- 
gust 31, some houses had been fired by shells, because 
they harbored French soldiers, who endeavored to op- 
pose the crossing of the river. During to-day’s battle 
some Bavarians advanced against the town, but met 
with so destructive a fire from some houses that 
these too had to be burned. The fight afterward ex- 
tended through the streets, and after several hours of 
very bloody work the place was taken. Members of the 
sanitary corps advanced to bring off the wounded who 
were lying in the streets. The Germans report that 
these were received with a murderous fire, and six of 
them were wounded. Some troops then advanced to 
scour the town, and men, women, and children were 
driven from the houses with arms in their hands. But the 
French seemed determined to make a Saragossa of the 
place. No sooner had the soldiers passed bythan the houses 
filled again, and firing from the windows was resumed. 
Several soldiers were shot, and orders were given for the 
destruction of the place. In the terrible ‘scene which 
followed, soldiers, citizens, women, and children were 
burned to death; and for days afterward the place is 
said to have been noisome with the stench of half-roast- 
ed, half-putrid flesh. Scenes of dreadful cruelty oc- 
curred; and each side charges the other with dragging 
and throwing the living into the flames. 

Continuing on, the Bavarians took the village Balan, 
and towards midday Villette was shelled from one of 
their batteries. The church-tower was immediately in 
flames ; the French artillery withdrew ; and the Eleventh 
and Twelfth corps had now nothing in their way to Se 
dan. The French were hastening in dark masses to the 
fortress, and at the same time. beyond the line of Ger- 
man troops thousands of prisoners were descending the 
hills to be collected in squads in the plain and trans- 
ported to the rear. A little before 2 o’clock the jun 
tion of the right and left wings had been accomplished, 
and a double line of Germans stood around the town 
and its crowded refugees. In isolated positions a few 
troops still kept up the contest; but the great cannon- 
ade had ceased, and a pause began, during which the 
conquerors awaited the course of theirenemy. No sign 
was made; and at half-past 4 the batteries were ordered 
to openagain. In a quarter .of an hour astraw mage 
zine was in flames; and immediately after a white flag 
appeared upon the fortifications. The further history 
of this important event we will leave to be told by King 
William, General von Moltke, and Count Bismarck, 
who have written accounts in every way remarkable of 
the surrender, and the extraordinary occurrences which 
preceded and followed it. 

‘The letter from the King says: 

VENDRESSE, September 3, 1870. 
You now know from my three telegrams the entire ex- 
tent of the great historical event that has oceurred. It 
is like a dream, even when‘one has seen it develop how

When I remember that after a great fortunate war, I 
have nothing more glorious to expect during my reig™ 
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and iow see this world-historic act somploted, t bow my- 
self before God, who alone, my Lord and my Helper, has 
chosen me to fulfil this work, and hae ordained us to be 
instruments of his will. Only in this sense did I venture 
to undertake the work—that in humility I might praise 
God’s guidance and mercy. ; } 

Now for a picture of the battle and its consequences, in 
condensed terms : ‘ 

The army had arrived on the evening of the 3ist, and 
early on the ist,in the positions before described, 
round about Sedan. The Bavarians had the left wing at 
Bazeilles on the Meuse; near them the Saxons, toward 
Moncelles and Daigny ; the Guards still on the march to- 
ward Givonne ; the Fifth and Eleventh corps toward St. 
Menges and Fleigneux. The Meuse makes here a sharp 
curve, and therefore from St. Menges to Donchery there 
was no corps placed, but in the latter town Wiirtemberg- 
ers, who at the same time covered the rear against at- 
tacks from Méziéres. The cavalry division of Count 
Stolberg was in the plain of Donchery as right wing ; in 
the front toward Sedan, the rest of the Bavarians. 

The battle began at Bazeilles early on the Ist in spite 
of a thick fog, and a very heavy fight gradually spread, 
in which we were obliged to take house by house, which 


lasted nearly the whole day, and in which Schdéler’s Er- | 
furt division (from the reserve Fourth corps) had to take | 


part. Just as I arrived on the front before Sedan, at 8 
o'clock, the great battery began its fire against the fortifica- 
tions. A tremendous artillery battle now spread on all 
sides,’continuing for hours, and during which ground was 
gradually won by our side. The villages named were 
taken. 

Very deep-cut ravines with woods made the advance of 
the infantry difficult, and favored the defence. The vil- 
lages of Illy and Floing were taken, and the ring of fire 
drew itself gradually closer and closer around Sedan. 
It was a grand sight from our position on a commanding 
height behind the before-named battery, before and on 
the right of Frénois village, above St. Torcy. 

The determined resistance of the enemy began grad- 
ually to slacken, as we could discover by the disordered 
battalions which ran hastily back out of the woods and 
villages. The cavalry tried an attack against some bat- 
talions of our Fifth corps, which maintained an excellent 
bearing ; the cavalry rushed through the intervals be- 
tween the battalions, then turned around and back by 
the same way; which was repeated three times by dif- 
ferent regiments, so that the field was strewn with corps- 
es and horses, all of which we could clearly see from our 
standpoint. I have not yet been able to ascertain the 
number of this brave regiment. 


Inasmuch as the retreat of the enemy lapsed in many 
places into flight, and everything—infantry, cavalry, and 
artillery—crowded into the city and immediate neighbor- 
hood, but still no sign that the°enemy proposed to with- 
draw himself by capitulation out of this dubious position 
showed itself, nothing remained but to order the bom- 
bardment of the city by the above-mentioned battery. 
After about twenty minutes it was already on fire in 
many places, which, with the numerous burning vil- 
lages in the whole ring of battle, made a shuddering im- 

ression. I therefore ordered the fire to cease, and sent 
ientenant-Colonel von Bronsart of the general staff as 
flag of truce, to propose the capitulation of the army and 
fortress. He was immediately met by a Bavarian officer, 
who informed me that a French flag of truce had 
resented itself at the gate.

| cers, who give their parole of honor in writing not to car- 
| ry arms against Germany, and not to act in any manner 
against her interests, up to the end of the present war. 
The officers and officials who accept these conditions’ re- 
tain their arms, and the effects which belong to them 
personally. 

Article ITI. All the arms as well as the material of the 
army, consisting of flags, eagles, cannon, munitions, ete., 
shall be delivered at Sedan to a military commission ap- 
pointed by the general-in-chief, to be sent immediately to 
the German commissioners. 

Article IV. The place of Sedan shall be placed in its 
present condition, and at the latest on the evening of the 
2d, at the disposal of His Majesty the King William. 

Article V. The officers who do not accept the en- 
|gagement mentioned in Article IT., aswell as all the 
troops, disarmed, shall be conducted, ranged according 
to their regiments or corps, in military order. This mea- 
sure will commence the 2d of September, and be finished 
the 3d. These detachments shall be conducted to the 
ground bounded by the Meuse near Iges, to be delivered 
to the German commissioners by their officers, who will 
then surrender their command to their under officers. 
The surgeons shall without exception remain at the rear 
to attend the wounded.

My reply was that I complained of the style of our | 
intercourse, and desired the sending of an authorized 
representative with whom the capitulation could be con- 
cluded.

Clothes 
may, however, be secured forever from the attacks of the 
moth, by being washed or sponged on both sides with a 
solution of the corrosive sublimate of mercury, in aleohol, 
made just strong enough not to leave a white stain upon 
a black feather. Any air-tight wrapper of cotton or 
woollen cloth, or even of the thinnest paper, will effect-

Tue Tehuantepec exploring expedition, under the 
command of Oaptain ‘Ww. Shufeldt, sailed from 
Washington on Tuesday, October 11, and consists of the 
steam sloop-of-war Kansas, accompafiied by a steam tug 
and steam launch, which are especially adapted to tide- 
water and river explorations. A United States vessel is 
also to be from San Francisco to the mouth 
of the Tehuantepec river, with a full complement of 
boats, to make surveys and soundings of the lagoons on 
the Pacific shore of the isthmus, which are believed to be 
available for canal and harbor purposes. The necessary 
diplomatic arrangements are to be completed on the ar- 
rival of the Atlantic ition at Vera Cruz, and from 
thence Captain Shufeldt will sail for the mouth of the 
‘Ooatzacoalcos river,on the Gulf side of the isthmus.

“The U. 8. steamer Kearsarge, Commander Thornton, 
left Callao July 21, and arrived at Honolulu September 
1, en route for San Francisco, to go out of commission and 
receive extensive alterations and repairs. At Honolulu 
the Kearsarge found the Jamestown, Commander Trux- 
tun, at anchor in the harbor, recruiting from a cruise in 
ia, and a series of visits and interchanges of 
courtesy ensued between the officers of the two ships and 
the residents of the which were exceedingly agreea- 
ble to all concerned. September 5, the day before the 
Kearsargé sailed, the King of the Hawaiian Islands, 
Kamehameha V., his cabinet, the Queen Dowager Emma, 
and others of the royal family and government, all of 
the representations of foreign governments, and nearly 
all of the white residents were invited on board to see 
the historic ship, and witness a boat race between two 
tters of the Kearsarge and Jamestown. The boat 
matched by the Kearsarge is a very fleet craft, and had 
triumphed in many races on the South American coast, 
and the Jamestown’s was not without reputation for cer- 
tain achievements in Chinese waters some years since, 
though she has seldom been used during the present 
ernise except as a freight boat.

LIBRARY AND MUSEUM OF THE ARTILLERY 
SCHOOL. 


1'o the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sir: A remark made some time since by an old officer 
of the Army, upon visiting the library and museum of 
the Artillery School, to the effect that he had previously 
no idea their extent and value was so great, has induced 
me to give your readers a brief history and description 
of them, in the hope that it will not be uninteresting 
both to those who may not visit the school of practice 
and to those who look forward to a tour of duty at this 
post, as showing some of the valuable aids in mental 
progress and professional proficiency that are to be found 
here. 

On the 28th of July, 1824, Major Vandeventer of the 
Quartermaster’s Department transmitted to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Eustis, First Artillery, temporarily in command 
at Old Point Comfort, a catalogue of books which had 
been receipted for by Colonel Fenwick, Fourth Artillery, 
the commanding officer of the school of practice. This 
seems to have been the nucleus of the original library. 

On the 1st of April, 1826, James Barbour, Secretary of 
War, writes to the commanding officer at Fort Monroe 
as follows: ; 

DEPARTMENT OF War, April 1, 1826. 


Sir: Colonel 8S. B. Archer, late Inspector-General in 
the Army of the United States, directed in his will that 
“his military books and instruments,” contained in the 
enclosed copy of a catalogue prepared by himself, should 
be presented to the United States, for the use of the Ar- 
tillery School at Old Point Comfort. The books have 
been delivered by his widow, Mrs. Archer, and have been 
forwarded to the school. You will take charge of these 
books and instruments, and devise regulations for their 
preservation, as the legacy of an able, useful, and justly 
lamented officer. I have the honor to be your obedient 
servant, JAMES BARBOUR. 


Colonel Archer, before his appointment as Inspector- 
General, was a major of artillery. He was an officer of 
great talent, cultivation, and research, had travelled ex- 
tensively abroad, and had collected from various sources 
this library, probably at that-time the best of its kind in 
the country; and it was a strong proof of his professional 
pride and his own worth, that at his death he wished 
his professional library to be located where the younger 
officers, without his opportunities of travel and study, 
might have access to it. He died December 11, 1825. 

Some time in 1835-36, General W. K. Armisted, colo- 
nel Third Artillery, then in command, caused these 
books and instruments to be distributed among the com- 
panies then serving at the post, and thus the greater 
part of this valuable collection was forever lost to the 
Artillery School. Attempts have been made to find some 
trace of the missing portions, but without success. 

In March, 1858, a box of books was sent to the school 
from the United States Military Academy at West Point, 
and in April valuable books and instruments were fur- 
nished upon requisition of Major, now General Harvey 
Brown, who made further addition by the purchase of 
the librory of Colonel L. L. Smith, of the United States 
Corps of Engineers, consisting of several hundred volumes, 
including valuable, and in many cases rare, foreign mili- 
tary works. Additions were also made from time to time 
by purchases under the superintendence of a committee 
of officers stationed at the post. 

Upon General Barry’s assuming command of the pres- 
ent Artillery School, it was deemed advisable by him 
that the library should be rearranged and recatalogued. 


It was found to contain many books of light character, | 


and entirely unsuited for the requirements of such a 
library as this should be. All such books were transfer- 
red to the post library for the use of the enlisted men, 
and to the number. retained additions have constantly 
been made, amounting in all to more than 200 volumes, 
80 that it now contains 1,969 volumes, strict regard be- 
ing had in the selection to obtain such books as should 
make it a library of reference, containing. those works 
which are either too rare‘or costly to be in the possession 
of any officer. It occupies half of a large and com- 


~~ ~ 


fortable room in Carroll Hall (known to many of your 
readers as the old “ mess hall”), and the administration 
is so conducted as to furnish the greatest facilities to 
the greatest number of those persons wishing to use 
them, and at the same time best guard against loss of 
or damage to the books. The general regulations do not 
differ essentially from those of public libraries through 
the country. 

In the catalogue (which is to be printed) the books are 
arranged under ten heads: 1st, Engineering, Military 
and Civil; Fortification, Surveying, and Topography ; 
2d, Artillery, Ordnance, and Pyrotechny; 3d, Art of 
War, Military Administration, Regulations, Orders, 
Strategy, and Tactics; 4th, Military Antiquities, Biog- 
raphies, Histories and Memoirs, Battles, Campaigns, 
Sieges; 5th, History, Biography, Narrative; 6th, Pub- 
lic Documents, etc.; 7th, Law, Civil and Military; 8th, 
Educational and Scientific ; 9th, Encyclopedias, Diction- 
aries, Atlases, Catalogues; 10th, Miscellany, Poetry, 
Fiction, and Romance. 

Under these heads may be found, with many others on 
engineering, the works of Allent, Belidor, Bousmard, 
Carnot, Cormontaingne, and Vauban of earlier times, and 
those of Dufour, Duparcq, Barnard, Gilmore, Elphinstone, 
Jebb, Jones, Mahan, Neil, and Pasley, of modern times. 
In artillery, the works of Belidor, Didion, Lallemand, 
Jacobi, Mouze, Piobert, Tawbert, and Thiroux of for- 
mer times; and those of Borman, Boxer, Benton, Dahl- 
gren, Rodman, Holly, Favé, Louis Napoleon, Sir How- 
ard Douglass, and Lynal Thomas, of the present day. 
In the department of artillery tactics and instruction 
the library possesses the earliest works ever published 
or used during the eighteenth century, and in this 
country, dating from colonial times. Among these are 
rare copies of the works of Kosciusko, De Scheel, Tous- 
sard, and Stevens. In the art of war, etc., the works of 
the Archduke Charles, Jomini, Napoleon Bonaparte, 
Marmont, and Rogniat, of the last century and begin, 
ning of the present, and those of Dufour, Dupareq, Hal- 
leck, and Hamley, of modern times. In military his- 
tory, or at least that department of it which comprises 
narratives, official reports, and detailed histories of bat- 
tles, campaigns, and sieges of the seventeenth, eighteenth, 
and nineteenth centuries, the library is enriched with 
rare works, many of which are accompanied by 
maps, plans, and drawings of great pecuniary as well as 
scientific value, among which are the Russian, French, 
and English official reports of the sieges of Sebastopol 
and Bomarsitnd, with plans, drawings, etc. 

A library of such a character, containing valuable 
works, which treat of a scope of subjects covering the 
whole field of professional research, cannot fail to be of 
the greatest value to the military student; and its 
large circulation during: the last academic year demon- 
strated the extent of its use, and the assistance it was 
found to be by the officers in collecting material for the 
essays on military subjects they are required to prepare 
during the course of instruction. 

The other half of the room is occupied by the post 
library, which is more especially for the use of the en- 
listed men. This contains about 1,200 volumes, almost 
entirely novels and other light reading matter, and is 
much resorted to. Its circulation averages upwards of 
300 volumes a month—a percentage many times greater 
than that of almost any other library in the country— 
such guarantees only being required as shall insure the 
preservation of the books. To this also additions are 
constantly being made. 

The opem space in this room is used for the purposes 
of a reading room; and upon the table are the princi- 
pal daily newspapers, Eastern and Western, one in the 
German language, the illustrated weeklies, and the 
scientific journals and magazines. 


The museum is wholly the creation of the present Artil- 
lery School. It occupies the. room adjoining, and the 
same,size as that containing the libraries; and its ob- 
ject is to furnish the illustration of all the theory of the 
course in ordnance and gunnery taught here. It con- 
tains at present over 800 different articles, embracing 
the whole range of material, implements, and equip- 
ments used by the artillerist ; the list comprising models 
of exact proportions af all the field and siege carriages in 
use now or before the present system; of the guns of 
the present and old system; of mortars of all calibres, 
from the Coehorn to the 13-inch, with their beds, plat- 
forms, and implements, besides specimens of all the 
shot, shell, case, and canister used, from the 6-pounder 
smooth-bore gun to the 15-inch, and from the 3- 
inch to the 12-inch rifled; of hand grenades and car- 
casses; of cartridge bags for all calibres; all patterns 
and styles of fases; all the implements required in the 
service of the piece and thosefor laboratory use; all the 
instruments used in inspecting shot, shell, and cannon;

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‘Rew presence of yellow fever on Governor's Island in 
the harbor of New York, has brought the military officers 
of the Department of the East into mild conflict with 
some of the Solons of the Health Department, who have 
undertaken to instruct them in their duties. The Board 
of Health resolved that, in their opinion, the medical di- 
rector of the Department of the East, Surgeon J. M. 
Ouyler, “ should take such measures immediately as will 
cause an entire evacuation of Governor's Island of all its 
garrison and other residents, save only such number as 
may be absolutely necessary for the protection of proper- 
ty left thereon.” That “all clothing now worn by the 
garrison, all bedding or other textile fabrics now upon the 
island that may have become infected, shall be left upon 
it and undergo a process of disinfection by steam heat.” 
That “the old wooden buildings known as the ‘camp 
women’s quarters’ and the ‘ Row,’ situated near tho 
South Battery, be torn down and burned, the basements 
or éellars under them filled up to a level with adjacent 
grounds.” That “ Governor's Island remain vacated as a 
garrison for troops, and under strict quarantine restric- 
tions, until, in the judgment of this Board and of the 
medical director of this military department, the public 
health will not be endangered by the reoccupation of 
said island.” 

To these resolutions General McDowell has replied in 
@ communication which, having appeared in the New 
York dailies, it is unnecessary for us to give in full 
here, In this letter General McDowell calls attention to the 
fact that Governor’s Island is the principal Army recruiting 
depot, and only to a limited extent under his orders.

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THE SITUATION IN EUROPE. 


Y bpparveses has been a good deal of fighting in France 
within the week, though not on a very grand 
scale. The advance of the Germans on Tours con- 
tinues, and Orleans has fallen into their hands. On 
the 4th there was an engagement at Toury, a place 
on the railroad to Orleans, and seventeen leagues 
from Paris. The French forces were under command 
of General REYAN, who reports that his movement 
was @ reconnoissance made toward Toury with three 
brigades of cavalry and infantry ani some artillery. 
At Chissy, near that town, some prisoners were made 
and some guns taken, and he claims to have forced a 
body of 2,500 Germans back toward Paris. They were 
compelled to abandon Pithiviers, where a large 
quantity of cattle and forage fell into the hands of 
the French. It is not yet possible to say whether 
this action is to be considered as part of a movement 
made in reference to the siege of Paris, or as only an 
operation to check the German advance on Tours, 
which had reached Artenay, where the day’s work 
really began by the expulsion of a German detach- 
ment from the place. The day’s success was, how- 
ever, only temporary, even if real. Six days after 
another engagement was fought at Artenay. This time 
the Germans were the aggressors, attacking General 
LONGUBLLE’s brigade, strengthened by several com- 
panies of chasseurs. The French acknowledge in 
their account—there is none from Berlin—that 
their position was taken, and that afterwards, when 
General REYAN came up with five regiments, four 
battalions, and eight guns, the whole of their force 
was compelled to retreat after fighting until 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon. According to the same account, 
the Germans claimed to have taken a thousand pris- 
oners and three guns. They occupied Orleans after 
a pretty stubborn resistence on the part of the 
Gardes Mobiles and Papal Zouaves, who are said to 
have behaved admirably at a time when the regular 
troops were throwing down their guns and running 
away. The town suffered a good deal, and its in- 
habitants were fleeing in all directions. It was 
feared the Papal Zouaves would fall victims toa 
movement made in their rear by the Germans. 
More and harder work is promised here, for the 
French troops have been reinforced, and GARMALDI 
has gone forward to his first command in the field. 
The Germans were also successful in an engage- 
ment fought at St. Remy, three leagues from St. Dié, 
in the Vosges. The French say the German force 
was 9,000, and from Berlin we hear that the French 
were 14,000 strong ; both parties claim to have beeh 
outnumbered, and both claim the victory. The Ger- 
mans lost nearly 500 men and took nearly 700 
unwounded prisoners. 

Metz, too, has been the scene of hostilities. The 
French make constant sorties on all sides, and when 
they retire they leave their wounded on the field. 
A sortie made on the 7th was more than usually 
vigorous. On the previous day the Germans had 
advanced on the Thionville road, and had driven the 
French from Les Petites Tapes, Les Grandes Tapes, 
Ladonchamp, and other places. Under cover 
of a thick fog which masked his movements from 
the German observatories, BazaInE attempted on 
the afternoon of the 7th to regain his footing in 
these places. Les Petites and Grandes Tapes were 
occupied, and a strong force sent up along the left 
bank of the Moselle, and close to the river. This 
was stopped by two Landwehr brigades, aided by 
the artillery on both sides of the river. After three 
or four hours’ fighting, a general advance was made 
by the Germans, and the French retired. A feint 
attack was made by the French on the right bank, 
which was repulsed toward evening. During the 
night strong bodies of French were massed under 
the guns of Fort St. Julien, from which this feinting 
column had advanced ; and on the 8th there was fu- 
rious on all the eastern side of Metz, 
the shells of Fort St. Julien crashing into Noisse- 
ville. The German outposts were withdrawn and 


& general engegement was expected, but beyond the 
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all battles about the fortress the bayonet plays a 
principal part, and the French seem to be more suc- 
cessful with that than with almost any other arm 

There is a good deal of sickness outside as well as 
inside of Metz; and if Bazarne holds out a few 
weeks longer, or until the cold rains come and have 
their effect upon the German troops, the ravages of 
disease among his enemies will be frightful. Sixty 
thousand men have before now perished in a winter 
siege of this fortress. Prince FrEDERIOK CHARLES 
is on the sick list, suffering from typhus fever, and 
has had to give up his command and go to Ferriéres, 
the headquarters cf King Wi1iiaAM. The Germans 
are said to have burned twenty villages about Metz. 

The German advance from Baden has for its im- 
mediate object the capture of Neuf-Brisach, Colmar, 
Schélestadt, and Belfort, places on or commanding 
the line of railway along the French side of the 
Rhine. From that base the army, which is under 
the command of General YoN WERDER, the captor 
of Strasbourg, will be able to operate against the 
army of Lyons. Part of the German force crossed 
the Rhine above Mulhouse unopposed. Neuf-Bri- 
sach, one of VAUBAN’s fortresses, has been summon- 
ed and the town bombarded. 

General TrocHv’s report of the affair on Septem- 
ber 30 shows that it was a reconnoissance to ascer- 
tain the strength of the enemy, and says the troops 
behaved well. 

General GARIBALDI has arrived at Tours and of- 
fered his services to France. He is to have command 
of the volunteer forces, and at last accounts he had 
taken the field against the German column ad- 
vancing on Tours. Naturally enough, he was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm, and his presence will 
probably draw a good many men into the ranks, es- 
pecially as the French peasants do not see that 
immediate occupation of Paris and subjugation of 
the whole country, which they seem to have expect- 
ed would follow the overthrow at Sedan. Though 
GARIBALDI does not bring tothe French cause those 
powers of great genius which might be its salva- 
tion, his presence will be an advantage in many 
ways. 

The most extraordinary if not the most important 
event of the week is the voyage of GAMBETTA, the 
Minister of the Interior, from Paris per balloon, over 
the heads and needle-guns of his jailers, to Tours. 
He puts the defensive forces of Paris at half a mil- 
lion of armed troops. The foundries are casting 
cannon, women make a million cartridges a day, and 
the defences are in good condition. His report that 
the spirit of the people is good is confirmed by two 
Americans who also made the journey from Paris in 
a balloon. They had German bullets whistling 
about them, and when they landed gave their bal- 
loon to the provisional government. Of course they 
are the heroes of the day. 

GAMBETTA, on landing from the air, commenced is- 
suing proclamations. Count BisMARCK with all his 
activity has to tag after the French leaders in this 
respect, and after a fortnight we shall probably have 
an answer from him to GAMBETT4«’Ss assertions. His 
last circular points out that itis absurd to talk of 
France becoming a second-rate power because of the 
loss of Alsace and Lorraine. Offsetting these districts 
by the gain made with Savoy and Nice, France will 
lose by territorial changes only 750,000 inhabitants, 
which are but adrop in the whole bucket of thirty- 
eight millions. Count Bismarck also finds time 
to deny some of the reports which appear in the 
papers of conversations with him. His last state- 
ment was:

THE President has transmitted to Admiral PoRTER, 
through the Secretary of the Navy, the official order 
relieving him from active duty at the Navy Depart- 
ment. Though ill-health necessitates the withdrawal 
of the Admiral from active association with the ad- 
ministration of the Navy Department, we may be 
sure that the reforms introduced during his connec- 
tion with it w:ll continue to operate for the good of 
the service. 

Whatever may be laid to the charge of Admiral 
PORTER, no man can accuse him of a want of knowl- 
edge of naval affairs, or a neglect to identify him- 
self with the interests of the service. It isnot to be 
expected that a man of such active intelligence and 
positive character should secure the commendation 
of all. But Admiral PorTER’s course gin the Navy 
Department has certainly received the endorsement 
of officers whose long identification with the Navy 
should best fit them to judge of its interests. It is 
now more than forty-one years since Admiral PoRTER 
entered the Navy, and more than twenty years of 
his life have been spent at sea. A lieutenant at the 
commencement of the rebellion, he has rapidly risen 
through the various grades until his name is now 
presented to the Senate for confirmation to the high- 
est grade, with an assent so general that his ene- 
mies can only hope to defeat his appointment by 
abolishing the grade of Admiral altogether. 








Tue shipment of arms to France this week 
amounts to 7,000 Peabody, 6,000 altered Enfield, 
probably about 25,000 old Enfield, and the remain- 
der of 50,000 Springfield rifles which were left over 
from last week. To these are to be added of. course 
‘the Remingtons made to order in the two weeks 
which have passed since the last steamer sailed. A 
number of miscellaneous arms also go out. When it 
is remembered that for every arm the French orders 
require four hundred rounds of ammunition, the 
quantity of the latter can be imagined. The French 
government has issued a notice that all arms enter- 
ing the country will be seized and paid for at the 
estimate of value made by the government. This 
applies to several large shipments of arms which 
have been made from this country without an order. 
How far it will affect prices here is not yet known, 
but it is thought there will be a decline, as the price 
of old arms has risen to an unwarrantable height. 
Still there cannot be more than twenty thousand pur- 
ehasable breech-loaders left in the country, and the 
price for these will probably be sustained. The re- 
quirement of four hundred rounds of copper car- 
tridges with each gan has prevented the shipment 
of some arms for which there is no ammunition at 
hand. The French agents have also thrown difficul- 
ties in their own way by spreading their orders 
broadcast, and allowing a dozen different men to 
compete for the sale of the same arms. Two weeks 
ago there was inquiry for artillery, but the orders 
were countermanded, and at present there is none 
going out from this country. 








Tnx illness of General Ropert E. LEE, to which 
we referred last week, resulted in his death at Lex- 
ington, Virginia, on Wednesday, the 12th instant. 
As onc of the most distinguished of. American sol- 
diers, General LEE deserves a more careful notice 
than we are able to give this week. Though the 
cause with which his name is identified has perished 
utterly, he will always remain one of the most 
prominent figures in our history.

AFTER SEDAN. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the London Daily News gives an | 
interesting picture of the condition of Sedan and its | Prussian soldiers were punting, 
neighborhood after the surrender.

in the battle of Sedan. Until, however, I reached the 
village of Boulzicourt (a few kilometres from Mezieres), I 
was traversing a district that seems to have either suffered 
very little or to have recuperatetl with surprising alac- 
rity. Asin the valley of the Marne, field operations 
were going on briskly. Agricultural horses seemed plen- 
tiful, and I saw several great herds of cattle in the flat 
water meadows. I felt a deep interest in the portion of 
road between Boulzicourt and Sedan. I had traversed it 
several times before—once on the day of the battle of 
Sedan, when a few scared old women, crouching by their 
black hearths amidst the crash of the cannonading, and an 
ocasional scanty group of timid-eyed men peeping out 
from behind the stone dikes, were the only evidences of 
resident population in villages that bore the inevitable 
impress of the fangs of the war-dog. Mezieres is still an 
invested but the garrison and the investing force 
appear to understand each other very well. The basis of 
mutual non-interference is quite established, and the shep- 
herd feeds his flock without dread on ground which, in 
case of an attack and a defence, would be swept by a 
cross fire. 

The people are gradually coming back to Flize, Dom 
le Mesnil, and Frenois, the three villages between Boul- 
zicourt and Sedan. In Flize there must be plenty of 
wine, a3 well as plenty to drink it, for the auberge was 
crammed with the blue blouses. The females of the fam- 
ilies had fallen into the old familiar way of sitting knit- 
ting in the sunshine outside their doors. But many houses 
were still closed up, and here and there the blackened 
skeleton of a roofiess house, a grim memorial of the hot 
shell-fire. Over against Donchery the peasants were fish- 
ing the dead horses out of the Meuse, and burying them 
in great holes. It is impossible to describe the emotions 
which almost every step of this road called up in my mind 
—associated as it was with events fixed so indelibly in my 
memory. Here was the little house at which I had seen 
Napoleon alight from his carriage on the morning of the 
2a of September. A child was playing on the spot 
where the Emperor and Bismarck sat in that earnest col- 
loquy of theirs which I watched so intently. A woman 
was spreading clothes on the path in the potatoe plot up 
and down which I had seen the ruined man moodily pac- 
ing as he tugged his dishevelled moustache, after Bis- 
marck had drawn the white cap with the yellow band 
down over his eyes, and posted off to take counsel with 
his master. A short kilometre further on, and I was in 
the vil of Frenois, where I had left for a day a col- 
lection of cavalry swords collected from the battle, to re- 
turn and find the place wrecked and the weapons gone. 
To the left was the ruined railway bridge over the Meuse. 
In my immediate front was the Chateau Bellevue, in‘ the 
garden of which I had seen the perturbed meeting of the 
monarchs—Napoleon bowing low to hide the working of 
his face; Wilhelm studying not to hide his emotion. 
Away across the low alluvial plain and the sweep of the 
river, that ghastly schlacht-feld sloped upward from the 
low bluffs, now brown and bare, but when I saw it once 
before, a fearful space in which surged to and fro, in the 
gapsof the white smoke, the heaving masses of madden- 
ed combatants—when I saw it yet again a ghastly expanse 
of death, here chequered with dead gray horses and 
there with gay-clad dead riders, there flecked with the 
more sombre uniforms of the Prussian corpses lying thick 
where the mitrailleuse hail had beaten them to the earth.

Again, the guns 
have been taken down from the ramparts and the en- 
ceinte, and have not been replaced on the establishment 
of a state of siege. The true reason for the step I can 
give on official authority, and it is one creditable to the 
Prussian administration. It was taken with a view to 
putting a stop to thieving and burglary, for which, 
where there are still so many untenanted houses, and 
while a considerable amount of floating rascaldom (chief 
ly Belgian) is haunting the place, there were great fa- 
cilities. Under the badge of the red cross scoundrels cir- 
culate freely who are capable of anything, from robbing 
the widow to butchering a wounded man for the sake of 
the three groschen in his pocket. 

Before concluding a letter which I fear you will con- 
sider of undue length, I would guard myself against a 
misconception which what I have written might other- 
wise engender. I have described the condition of the 
population of Champagne as [ saw it. The red seal of 
war has not imprinted itself very deeply on the people 
of that territory. But it is different with the wretched 
inhabitants of Alsace and Lorraine. Of the miserable 
condition of the people of the latter province, I can speak 
of my own knowledge ; as regards Alsace, I make the 
statement from the testimony of Prussian officers and 
clergymen, who have often lamented in my presence 
what they could not alleviate. Over them the wave has 
not passed and left them, hurt indeed, but not ruined ; 
it has rested and is resting upon them, and their condi- 
tion must by this time be terrible. God knows it was 
bad enough before all the dead at Gravelotte were bu- 
ried.

HOW THE HOUSATONIC WAS SUNK. 


D. H. Muray publishes in the Mobile Tribune the fol- 
lowing history of the torpedo boat with which the Con- 
federates sunk the U. 8. steamer Housatonic off Chartes- 
ton: 


In 1864, the fleet of Admiral Farragut was blockading 
Mobile, while a heavy land and naval attack was direct- 
ed against Charleston. 

During our long defensive war a great deal of ingenui- 
ty had been expended by the Confederates upon torpedoes 
and torpedo boats. 

The most remarkable of these boats was constructed 
in Mobile by Messrs. Hundley & McClintock, and launch- 
ed in 1864. Nothing which has gone down into the sea 
was more wonderfully and more fearfally constructed to 
wreak destrnction and vengeance upon friend and foe. 

She was built of boiler iron and impervious to water 
or air. Her extreme length was about thirty feet, with 
five or six feet beam, and about six feet depth of hold. 
In general contour she resembled a cigar, sharp at both 
ends. She was propelled by a screw, the shaft of which 
ran horizontally along her hold almost from stem to stern, 
and was turned by the manual force of eight men, seat- 
ed along it on either side. 

The only hatchway was circular, about two feet in di- 
ameter, with a low combing around it which was placed 
well forward, and when desired could be closed by an iron 
cap working on hinges and made air-tight. 

In the forward part of this cap was inserted a clear 
glass bull’s eye, through which the pilot could see. She 
was provided with water-tight compartments, by filling 
or emptying which she would sink or rise, and to enable 
her to rise instantly, her ballasting of railroad bars was 
placed on her bottom outside of her hull, and by means 
of keys accessible to her crew could be detached ina 
moment so that she would rise quickly to the surface. 

Besides the rudder, which was of the usual form, this 
vessel was equipped with side paddles or fins which, like 
those of a fish, served to guide it up or down with refer- 
ence to the surface of the water. : 

To prepare for action a floating torpedo was secured to 
her stern by a line more than one hundred feet long, and 
her crew having embarked, the water tanks were filled 
until the boat was almost submerged. The hatchway 
was closed, the men revolved the shaft, the captain or pi- 
lot standing under the hatch steered the boat, regulating 
at the same time by the action of her lateral fins the 
depth at which she would move. 

er greatest speed did not exceed four knots. She 
could remain submerged for half an hour or an hour 
without any great inconvenience to her crew, and on one 
occasion has been known to remain under water two 
hours without actual injury to them, although no means 
were provided for procuring fresh air, and from the mo- 
ment the hatch was closed the men thus fastened in their 
living tomb inhaled and exhaled continuously the at- 
mosphere which was enclosed with them. 

The plan of attack proposed by the inventors was to 
dive beneath the keel of an enemy’s ship, hauling the tor- 
pedo after her; its triggers or sensitive primers would 
thus press against the ship’s bottom, explode the torpedo, 
and inevitably sink the ship. 

Not anticipating an early opportunity of using this 
dangerous vessel against the fleet of Farragut, General 
Maury sent her by rail to General Beauregard at Charles- 
ton, believing the waters of that harbor better suited to 
her peculiar construction, while in the Jronsides or some 
other gigantic war ship then attacking Charleston might 
be found an object worth the great risk to which her own 
crew was exposed in any cnterprise they might under- 
take in her. 

General Beauregard changed the arrangement of the 
torpedo by fastening it tothe bow. Its front was ter- 
minated by a sharp and barbed lance-head, so that when 
the boat was driven end on against a ship’s sides, the 
lance-head would be forced deep into the timbers below 
the water-line, and would fasten the torpedo firmly 


against the ship. Then the torpedo boat. would back off. .

THE ANNUAL INSPECTIONS AND MUSTER. 


Tse InsPrcrion OF THE SIXTY-NINTH INFANTRY took place 
| on Monday, October 3, at its armory over Essex Market, 
instead of at Tompkins Square, as had been announced, the 
weather being unpropitious. An inspection coming so soon 
after a parade of the character of Friday, October 7, could 
not well be large in number, even in a first class command ; 
but how much less so must it have been in a regiment like 
the Sixty-ninth,; composed chiefly of men who can ill afford 
| to lose even one day, let alone two out ofa week. The turn~ 
out was therefore small, and the appearance of the uniforms, 
after the drenching rain of the previous parade, not what 
would have been expected under other circumstances, The 
dress parade, which preceded the review, was well coudacted 
by Adjutant Neville; but the command was exceedingly 
unsteady, late members falling in passing along, and breaking 
the front rank. Even Colonel Cavanaugh, the commandant, 
we were surprised to note, failed to preserve his position in 
the front and centre of his command, but strolled up and 
down the front, even when the music beut off. The standing 
review, which followed, was not very creditably executed 
In the absence of any other field officer but the colonel, the - 
senior captain was called upon to assume command, the 
colonel, at the request of Brigadier-General Ward, who wa: 
present, first preparing the battalion for review, leaving the 
senior captain to merely finish the ceremony. Instead o° 
this, the captain closed the ranks again, and began de novo, 
but was unable to complete the review until he had received 
numerous promptings on the part of the colonel and brigade 
eommander.

Tur INspecTION OF THE SEVENTY-NINTH InFANTRY took 
lace on the 5th instant. ‘The regiment assembled in 
ompkins square, arriving on the ground a little after 
2r.m. Brigadier-General William G. Ward, accompanied 
by Major Denny of his staff, was present, and the inspection 
was preceded by a review, Colonel Shaw acting as the review- 
ing officer, and Lieutenant—Colonel Stetson assuming com- 
mand of the battalion. The regiment passed in review in 
quick and double time, after which the execution of a few 
battalion movements was undertuken, but only fairly per- 
formed. The battalion then broke into open column of com- 
anies for inspection and muster by Major Gilon, the First 
b e inspector. 
nthe review which preceded, the officer in command did 
not exhibit any remarkable knowledge of tactics, and 
was the subject of much prompting. The Seventy-ninth, as 
exhibited at this inspection, is but a skeleton battalion. 
Why its ranksdo not fillup we are unable to tell. It is 
stated that the abolition of the “ kilts,’ or Highland cos— 
tume, ‘‘ kilt’ the regiment, and that now that these have 
been again promised, the command will soon be able to pa- 
rade with full ranks. The State, itis said, has never ful- 
filled its duty toward the Seventy-ninth, which has as gallant 
a record inthe field as ever shown by any of the State 
organizations.

dram and bugle corps of the regiment. In placing the corps 
in the rear of the band, just prior to the passage in review, 
| he does not conform to the usual custom of wheeling by twos 
or fours, but while on the march divides his corps int» twu 
parts or sections, halting them, and then closing up after the 
band has marched between and taken its position on the 
right. This was done without losing time, and was very 
smoothly executed, as was the wheeling out of the band and 
a portion of the corps before the reviewing officer, The band 
and drum corps took its position again on the right of the 
regiment at the close of the review, while it was on the march 
in column, in good style, and without the least confusion. 
The drum corps is a feature of the Fifth, and we only wish 
the officers of the regiment took the same interest in their 
command as Drum Major Berchet does in the corps. At the 
close of the review, the battalion broke into open column of 
companies for inspection and muster. There was an unusual 
delay in preparing the column for the general inspection, 
which followed, the details returning to their respective com- 
panies, instead of remaining, as is customary,. until the 
inspector was prepared fur a minute inspection of the men. 
As an inspection, it was a perfect farce, and we fear the 
inspecting officer will not be able to render a very complete 
report upon the condition of the arms and equipments of the 
men. There is every allowanee to be made for Major 
Dickel, considering that the role of an inspecting officer was 
entirely new to him, but there was no excuse for the failure 
of the commandants of companies to prepare their commands 
forinspection. We followed the inspecting officer very closely, 
and only in one instance did we observe a company commander 
bring his company to ‘‘ attention” at the appearance of the 
inspector, and that occurred in the instance of the company 
on the extreme left. We were not a little surprised at this 
in se good a regiment as the Fifth. When the inspector made 
his appearance in front of the respective companies, the 
Officers remained stationary, and without a single prepara- 
tory command on the part of the commander the inspector 
proceeded with his business, forthwith inspecting from right 
to left, or vice versa, jast as suited his convenience. The 
companies by rank were prepared for inspection of arms by a 
motion of the inspector's hand, all the muskets being awk- 
wardly raised for inspection at once. The examination of 
boxes and the formal inspection of knapsacks were entirely 
omitted. The muster, which followed, was about on a par 
with the inspection, the officers apparently having very little 
acquaintance with this portion of the Tactics. The Fifth bas 
in years past held an enviable position in the First division, 
and is still composed of an excellent class of men. We say 
men, for this is the most virile appearing command in the 
State, but it has somewhat deteriorated in its officers, among 
whom there have been many changes. We trust the regi- 
mantal commander will see that more attention is given to 
d tails hereafter, that the old Fifth may resume its former 
sition as the best German organization in the country. 
ike other regiments, it has fallen off from year to year in 
numerical strength, but we hope it will soon parade with 
full ranks.

In 1869 this command mustered 347 present, 122 absent, 
469 total. This exhibits an increase of 94 men, which is the 
largest yet exhibited by any regiment thus far inspected. 
The regiment deserves much credit for this increase of 
strength. 


Tre Inspection oF THE ELEVENTH INFANTRY, on Wednes- 
day last,at Tompkins square, was a very creditable exhibition 
of the regiment’s condition, although showing a considerable 
falling off in numbers. The storm of the morning having 
ceased in time to admit of the parade, the regiment made its 
appearance on the ground shortly after 2 Pp. m., Lieutenant- 
Colonel Unbekant in command. As in the case of other 
regiments, a review preceded the inspection and muster, 
Brigadier—-Generad Burger, the Second brigade commander, 
being the reviewing officer. He was accompanied by the 
brigade staff. The men were steady, and presented through- 
out a creditable appearance. The drum major was evidently 
somewhat in the fog as to his duties, offering three ruffles, 
parading on the extreme flank instead of the front and 
centre of his corps, omitting to wheel out the band, saluting 
with his right hand, and finally parading the drum corps in 
front of the band.
